Protestants 
generally, refusing. the Pope as the 
vicegerent of Christ, are much con- 
fused when they attempt to explain 
the Kingdom for which they. pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come,” and the refer- 
ence, in Revelation to its lasting a 
thousand years. Protestant preach- 
ers are bdecoming Higher Critics, 
Evolutionists,: ete., and‘ take Ittle 
account of the Bible testimony. What 
a pity ‘that such do not irstead 
resign their pulpits and enter busi- 
ness life, where higher standards of 
honesty prevail! 

There are honest preachers who 
belleve the Bible, yet find it dificult 
to believe respecting Messiah's King- 
dom. Properly enough these argue 
that if Jesus bas been glorified for

The dificulty is that these minis- 
ters have silpped a few cogs in the 
great Divine Plan of the Ages. What 
they need yet to note in the Bible 
is that Christ and His Church, His 
Bride class, the Royal Priesthood, 
the Household of Faith, are the only 
ones of the human familly promised 
a share in the Heavenly rewards and

neither a King nor a Priest on earth. 
His is the Meleblzedek Priesthood of 
the Messianic Age. Then He will 
also be the great King over all the 
earth. W.1] did He declare to Pilate, 
“My Kingdom Is not of this Age” 
(John 18:36). As His saintly fol- 
lowers are to share in His Kingdom, 
they also must wait for its establish- 
ment. While waiting they pray, 
“Thy Kingdom come; Thy will be 
done on earth, as jt is done in 
Heaven.” 

Of this Royal Priesthood the Apos- 
tle Jchn declares, ‘The world know- 
eth us not’. We are kings and 
priests only trdm the Divine stand- 
point, which none are able to recog- 
nize except “the brethren.” Only in 
embryo are God's saints spoken of 
as the Kingdom class, They are now 
on probation. Jesus says that the 
overcomers will be granted to sit 
with Him in His Throne, as actual 
members of the Royal Priesthood, to 
reign with Him a thousand years.— 
Revelation 3:21; 20:6. 

After telling about the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, St. Paul explains 
that the resurrection of the Church 
to glory, honor and immortality will 
be first on the program, Subsequent- 
ly all will come forth, “every man in 
his own order,” and Christ shall 
reign until He shall have put down 
all insubordination.

When, once we discern that He has 
! been glorifed—that He has been 
! given 2 spirit nature again, that He 
no longer has the human ‘nature 
which He surrendered as a Sin-Saeri- 
fice, then we see why the world will 
see Him’ no more, and why the 
Church must be changed by resur- 
rection power before she can see 
Him. : ; 

Jesus left the world, not so much 
in the sense of going so far away 
that He could not see His disciples 
and communicate with them, but 
rather in the sense that He would 
not see them or communicate witb 
them. He wonld compel them to 
“walk by faith and not by sight,” 
to’ “search the Scriptures,” and to 
receive thelr spiritual biessings 
through the fellowship of the Spirit 
of Truth. _By His Holy spirit He 
would be with them, and not by per- 
sonal contact or ‘further manifesta- 
tio: 

His Second Coming would be at 
the end of the Age, to awaken His 
sleeping saints and to change them 
te the Heavenly state. Thus He 
would. come again and receive them 
unto Himself—frst the sleeping ones 
and subsequently those alive and re- 
maining, who would experience their 
resurrection change in the moment 
of death. Additionally, in the Har- 
vest with which the Age ends, He 
promised to take special supervision 
of the gathering of His Elect. 

This stage of His Coming Is call- 
ed, in the Greek, His Parousia—His 
presence. The world is not to know 
of His Paroupia. On the contrary, 
it is descri as secret—“as a thief 
fn the night.” Jesus described His 
Parousia, saying that at: that time 
the world would be eating, drinking, 
planting, building, and knew not of 
His Coming in the Harvest of the 
Age, even as the world in the days 
of Noah knew not, The intimation 
is, however, that some of God's peo- 
ple would be made aware of His Par- 
ousia; while others of God's people, 
the Foollsh Virgins, would be over- 
charged with the cares of this life, 
and know not. . 

If Jesus really meant it when He 
said, “‘A little while and the world 
seeth Me no more,” how can human- 
ity know about the new, Invisible 
Kingdom? The Bible answers most 
distinctly. It tells of the shining 
forth, the Epiphania, of the Messian- 
lc Kingdom. It tells of His Apoka- 
lupsis, manifestation, or revealment 
—*“He shall be revealed in flaming 
fire.” This flaming fre signifies 
severe judgments, as elsewhere. 
These are to be so severe that the 
elements of society will melt with 
the fervency of the heat in a terrible 
Time of Trouble. Additionally, “the 
heavens,” the eccleslastical systems, 








with a great noise, or commotion. It| 
is from this revealing in flaming fire, 
Divine censure upon the world, that 
the great, the high, the mighty, the 
poor, all, sball seek to “bide them- 
selves in the dens and caves of the 
earth'—Iin the social orders and tn 
affiliation with strong governments, 
ete. ; 
Gradually mankind will see that it, 
is “the wrath of the Lamb" that 
causes the “Time of Trouble such as 
wW.t not since there was a nation.” 
The plowshbare of trouble will go so 
deep that the world will effectually 
learn the lesson. As their eyes of 
understanding open atill more widely, 
they will discern the beauties and 
blessings of the Messianic Kingdom 
—‘“the desire of all nations.” . 

But first The Christ, Jesus the 
Head and the Church the Body, 
Bridegroom and Bride, must enter 
into the glory of the Kingdom. Then 
will be established the earthly phase 
of the Kingdom in the bands of the 
Ancient Worthies. The world will 
“see Abraham, Isaac, Jacob and all 
th» Propheta’’; but they will not see 
the King, nor the Bride, nor ‘the 
virgins her companions’’ on the spirit 
plane.

}other neighboring clans or tribes 
Obviously it would be desirable to 
have distinguishing marks, and it {s 
possible that this is the origir of the 
many distinct patterns of tartan which 
have come into existence, says one 
authority, 

The kilt as we know It today, 
however, was not the original dress 
of the Highlander, but is really a 
modification, of the original Highland 
plaid, which consisted of a piain plece 
of tartan, from four to six yards in 
length and two yards broad, which 
was folded or pleated round the waist 
and firmly bound with a leather belt, 
so that the lower side fell down be 
low the knee-joint, the upper part be- 
tng fastened to the choulder with a 
large brooch or pin. 

This upper part was often used as 
=} S,covering for the, shoulders and body 
in wet weather. To attire himself in 
the pleated plaid tn the old days re 
quired. on the part of the Hirchlander, 
mo small amount of derterity. The 
usual way was to lay !t on the floor, 
and, after carefully arranging the 
folds, to lle down upon it and then 
buckle it on. By undoing the waist- 
belt the plaid was made to form a 
Blanket. in which the Highlander 
could at night envelop himself, 

Ultimately the Scottish . plaid—or 
“breacanfelle,” to give it the true 
Scottish name—was succeeded by the 
kilt as we know {t today. The plaid 
and the kilt were supplemented by 
an.elaborate sporran—the original 
Sporrans being made from the skins 
of wild animals—and stockings. which 
were usually cut out of the web of 
the tartan, the 
colors. 


Highlander decorated his costume 
with silver buttons in eariler times, 
for {¢ was thouzht that 


buttons would 
decent funeral. 
The origin of the 
worn by the Highland regiments also 
provides an interesting story, for they 
were worn in memory of some of the 
trials which they underwent in the 
Peninsular War. It was during the 
retreat of the forces under Sir John 
Moore at Corunna that the soldiers 
suffered great hardships, their boota 
becoming worn owing to the rocky 
nature of the ground on the Portu- 
Buese coast. The Highlanders there- 
upon took the shirts from thelr backs, 
tore them Into strips, and bound them 
round their feet for protection, and 
this did not fall to attract consider.

spats or gaiters were instituted in 
Memory of these trying times,

Among the historical relics on ex- 
hibition fn Berlin ts the “Plongeur | 
Marine,” Germany's earliest sub 
marine. It was invented by a Bavar- 
lan named Wilhelm Bauer. The boat 
fs of fron and dates back to 1850. It 
was tried at Kiel, but its thin sides 
were crushed by the pressure of the 
water, and it remained at the bottom 
until it was discovered when the first 
excavations for the Kiel Canal were 
being made. The old submarine was 
then raised, and placed in the Naval 
Museum ‘in “Berlin. Old as ft is, this 
submarine is not the first one ever 
built.

. im the days of Alfred the Great, but 


the Grst ones of which we have 7 
detailed account were passed by Ed- 
ward UL in 1352. By this statute the { 
two principal treasons were: . 

(1) To compass or imagine the 
death of the King and Queen, or 
their eldest son and heir. 

(2) To violate the King’s com- 
panion, or his eldest daughter 
unmarried, or the wife of his 
eldest son and heir. 

Another offence treated as treason | 

was the making-or passing of counter | 
fett money. : 

The Statute of Treason was origin- 
ally used by the King as a weapon 
against the Church and the berons, 
More acts relating to this particular 
offence were passed during the reign 
of Henry VIII than at any other! 
period, most of which Acts were purg- 
ly to serve his own ends. 

One of his Acts, which is still in 
force, makes {t lawful to try a man 
for treason even if the deed was com- 
mitted outside the realm. 

Although, brondly speaking, trea- 
son may be defined as a breach of 
personal loyalty to the ruling Sover 
eign, it would appear that the tnten- 
tion to commit a breach of Joyalty Is 
‘punishable, as well as the actual

Nowadays, however, there must be 
some overt act. The treason must 
‘be proved by two witnesses, unless 
there is a free confession, but every 
-chance is given to the accused to clear 
jhimself, and he may challenge thirty-

Dogs Most Useful in Detecting Pre 
sence of Unseen Foe 


Recent wars have served to em 
phasize the advantages which mp» 
be gained by the use of the pecalls? 
qualities of scent and hearlng whic: 
dogs possess. Their sense of scent 
we human beings lack almost entirely 
while they not only hear audibiec 
j things more quickly than we do, but 
also hear things which are quite 
| inaudible to us. Great hounds were 
| used to guard the camps of Rome. 
In even more primitive times they 
were formidable adversaries In hand- 
tohand conflicts, while to come to 
more modern days Frederick the 
Great and Napoleon held a very high 
opinion of the value of canine sontries. 
Napoleon, in fact, is said to bave 
urged ‘Marmont to fasten dogs to 
stakes round the circult of the walls 
of Alexandria to keep guard. 

The present day tendency is to 
bring dogs more and more into the 
fogeground in warfare. During the 
Russo-Japancse War the whole of the 
Manchurian railway line was 
by dogs, who gave the alarm, on 
several occasions prevented the 
Japanese crossing the line. In the 
Tripoli campaign their value was fre 
quently demonstrated, white the war 
dogs belonging to Major Richardson, 
the famous Scottish tratner of war 
dogs, rendered yeoman service to the 
Bulgarians at the alege of Adrianople, 
where they were able to give warning 
‘ of attempted sorties ty the Turks.

“In the few hours I have been In 
Toronto,” said Mr, Dancey, ‘‘and in 
the conversations I have had witb 
my. old friends here I have noticed 
a tendency to underrate the stories 
that have been published concerning 
the barbarous treatment of non-com- 
batants, including aged persons, 
young women and children, wantonly 
perpetrated by the German troops In 
Belgium and Franee. This Is. per- 
haps due to the almost unbelievable 
nature of the reports that have come 
in, but it is no exaggeration to say 
that no description that has yet been 
published gives any true Idea of the 
appalling nature of the German 
atrocities. 

“Last month 1 was able to make 
a trip almost as far as Berlin, pro- 
tected by a passport from Brussels, 
and had every opportunity of feeling 
out the attitude of the German peo- 
ple, both civilian and military, to- 
ward the ultimate outcome of the 
war.

Because Jesus was thus the Fath- 
ers Representative, In the only sense 
that men could see the invisible Je- 
-hovah, He answered Philip on one 
occasion, “He that hath n Me hath 
seen’ the Father.” Thus the: Presi- 
dent's secretary would say to a call- 
er, “I represent the President.” 

As Matthew's and Luke's Gospels 

make very plain how the glorious Son 
of God was made flesh, yet not 9 par- 
taker of human sin, so St. John’s 
Gospel provides us with information 
still further back, pointing out and 
explaining clearly the glorious pre- 
human nature of the Son of God, The 
translation, however, Is slightly de- 
fective, and hides from the English 
reader the full import of the opening 
verses which, Uterally translated, ; 
read: : 
“In the beginning was the Logos, 
and the Logos ‘was with the God, and 
the Logos was a god. The same was 
in the beginning with the God. By 
Him were all things made, and with- 
out Him was‘ not one thing made 
* * * And the Logos yas made flesh 
and dwelt among us; and we beheld 
His glory, the glory of an Only Be- 
gotten of the Father, full of grace 
and truth."—John 1:1-3, 14. 

The beautiful simplicity of this ac- 
count la wonderful. The beginning it 
mentions was not that of Jehovah's 
existence, which the Bible declares 
was without beginning. The word re- 
fera to the beginning of creation, and 
immediately introduces us to’ the 
g:°7t Logos, “the Beginning of the 
creation of God.": (Revelation 3:14.) 
While the name Logos may be not 
improperly translated Word, it has 
a much fuller significance; namely, 
representative, messengers, mouth- 
piece. 

Jehovah's entire Message has been, 
and will be. given to angels and to 
men through the great Logos. He 
was the Alpha, the first; the Father 
created none before Him. He is the 
Omegs, the Jast; the Father has di- 
rectly created none since Him. This 
explains simply, satisfactorily, that 
all subsequent creations, while exe- 
cuted by Jahovah’s Power, were work- 
ed out by His great Son, the Logos. 
“By Him were all things made that 
were made." 

When the time came for the out- 
working of the great Divine Plan for 
buman salvation, and, Incidentally 
the showing forth of God’s Justice, 
Wisdom, Love and Power, the offer 
properly came first to the Logos.

The very bitter- 
ness manifested by ministers against 
me is being used of the Lord to 
arouse investigation amongst those 
who are truly His people.

The time has come when 
all who are for the right, the Truth, 
should manifest themselves. I have 
many letters from ministers, marked 
personal and private, assuring me of 
thoir sympathy with my work, but 
fearful to come out bold)y 1 am sorry 
for these. The Lord exhorts, “Be 
thou very courageous.” “He that 
hath a dream (an imagination), let 
him tell the dream (if he has nothing 
better to tell}; but be that hath My 
Word, let him speak My Word fear- 
lesaly.”"—Jeremiah 23:28, . 

As our knowledge of God.and of 
Hus glorious Son, and our true under- 
stunding of the Holy Spirit, become 
clearer, we can the better worship 
God; for the eyes of our understand- 
ing opening wider and wider, we shall 
comprehend with all saints the 
lengths and breadths, the heights and 
depths, and know the love of God— 
whom to know aright implies fitness 
for Ife everlasting —Ephesians 3: 
14-19.

Submarine Mines. ‘ 

Wet guncotton tn submarine mines is, 
of course. a very potent explosive, bat 
in many respects it is quite eutclassed 
by the compound used in German 
mines and known as trinitrotoluene, 
but abbreviated to “T. N. T.” In Great 
Britain and to “troty!"* in Germany. 
A shell, torpedo or mine loaded with 
“T. N. T." (which requires to be deto- 
nated by means of mercury fulminate) 
bursts with great violence into large 
fragmenta, whereas if loaded with pic- 
ric acid the splinters are very small 
and cannot therefore do as much dam- 
age. Although wet guucotton is more 
Duwerful if exploded in close proxim- 
ity to the target. the effect of “T. N. 
T." ts much greater when the explo 
sion takes place some distance away.— 
London Telegraph. 

The Steamer Duck. 

Around the southern extremity of 
South America is to be found a very 
large duck, which bears the common 
name of “steamer duck” or “race 
borse,” owing to a peculiar habit it 
hae of rowing itself along the surface 
of the water at great speed. This is 
sald to be due to the remarkable fact 
that the bird loses its power of flight 
when it reaches maturity.

A similar pair of clouds often seen 
pear Cross fell, {n England, are known 
as the “beim and bar.” [fhe elm, or 
belmet. forma over the mountain when 
a violent wind known as the “heim 
wind" is blowing. The bar appears a 
mile or two to leewurd. 

At Callao, op the coast of Pern, sall- 
ors often encounter a fon! smelling 
fog that deposits a brown slimy cuat- 
ing on white paint and metal and hence 
is called the “paloter.” 

Anotber remarkable fog on the Veru- 
vian coast is known as ‘the “garua.” 
It occurs ip a regiun where rilu ts 
unknown nod supplies sufficient mols 
ture to suppert vegetation 

Red fogs frequentiy occur off tbe 
bDorthwest coast of Africa, between 
the Canaries und the Cape Verde ts 
lands. They are sometimeg so dense 
as to make navigation ditticult The 
color ts owlng to dust that the trude 
wind brings from the Sahara desert. 

Certain valleys in the Alps are of 
ten vislted by a vers warm and dry 
wind koown as the “fobo.” The effects 
of this wind are particularly xtriking 
in winter. The snow melts and ersap 
orates a3 if by magic; woodwork be 
cones as dry as tinder, and greet pre 
cautions are necessary to prevent the 
occurrence of the disastrous fires 
known as “fohn fires” that often de 
stroy whole towns and villages.

Dreadnought, bas been bombarding 
by indirect fire the chief defences of 
the Dardanelles located atthe Nar- 
rows, about midway between the en- 
trance and the Sea of Marmora. The 
mighty warship is in no danger of a 
reply. She is lying out in the Aegean 
; Sea about 18 miles north of the posi- 

tlons she Js attacking, and the Turks 
(pave no means of directing their fire 
over the miles of rocky heights that 

lie between the ship and the forts, Oa 


‘ 
| Friday she hammered away at Killd 
Bahr, on the European side, and op 
Saturday at the forts of Chanak, on 
jthe Asiatic side. The tremendous 
}gun-power of the Queen Elizabetb 
may be estimated from the fact that 
to reach the Kale Sultanie for: on 
Saturday she must have thrown shells 
fully 18 miles, 

This means that the Queen Ellza- 
betb Is Oring clear across a peninsula 
at an object she cannot see and which 
cannot reply to ber, Smaller vessels 
farther up the straits advise regard- 
ing the training of the guns. The 
magazine of Fort L was destroyed in 
twenty-nine shots. The guns are so 
trained that euch shell goes three 
milea bigh before it fallsion the fort, 
Each projectile weighs a few pounds 
less than a ton. 

In the meantime reports come from 
Bucharest to the effect that the Rus- 
sian fleet is sailing up to attack from 
the Black Sea side. Constantinople 
is terror-stricken, and Gen. Liman 
von Sanders, the German military 
commander, has takey exclusive 
charge of the defences, The probabil- 
ity is, howeyer, that the Turks will 
mutiny before allowing their city to 
ve bombarded. 

The destruction of the defences of 
Smyrna, described as a ‘‘necessary In- 
cident" of the main operations, indi- 
cales that the allies are not disposed 
to leave any side entrances open for 
Turkish attacks upon the Dardanelles 
after the fleet forces a passage 
through the Straits. Smyroa would 
make an Ideal point of concentration 
for a Turkish army seeking to re- 
occupy the Asiatic, side of the 
Straits, and possession of the water- 
way would be of little value were the 
Turks to hold the southern side of 
. the Stralts. Clearly, if the allies are 
‘to bave such a measure of possession 
+as will enable Russian wheat to pass 
+ freely through the Dardanelles there 
- must be no danger of the Turks tak- 

ing pot shots at the wheat carriers 
with guns mounted on the heights 
along the shore. Smyrna cannot, 
‘ therefore, be permitted to become the 
centre from which the Turks might 
advance in force to nullify by land 
| operations all the labors of the allled

according to a statement made by a 
British officer to a correspondent of 
the Daily Dispatch, 

It is a noteworthy fact that al- 
though the myth spresd like wild- 
fire through the United Kingdom, 
with any number of witnesses to 
swear they had seen and talked to 
the Russians in thelr native Jao- 
guage, the Prees Bureau did not ts- 
sue an official contradiction for a 
long period. 

The Russian story, says the Brit- 
ish officer, was designed to Impress 
the German commanders in Belgium 
and northern France, and to keep 
them in fear of a surprise either Io 
the rear. or on the western flank. It 
accomplished its purpose, for this 
dread was real among the German 
staff, and accounts lo some extent 
for the retreat of General Von Kluk 
from Paris.

Kitchener Js said to have caused a 
hundred transports laden with sun- 
dry soodsa to be sent from Scottish 
ports to Archangel, after insuring 
them in Holland. And when the 
British troops were moved from vari- 
ous points in Scotland and the north 


of England to the Channel ports, he |

“Although we ourselves suffered nu 
loss, we had some very narrow es- 
capes.

The sea was alive 
with the enemy's submarines, which, 
however, did us no damage. Thoy 
should not be underrated, these Ger- 
mans, That cruiser did not think ap- 
Darently of surrender.”

A Horse's Medal, 


A Russian artillery horse won a 
bronze medal at Plevna, Orders were 
given for some ammunition wagons 
to be hurried to a spot that meant 
crossing the ene:ny’s zone of fire. 
All the time shells were crashing 
among the horses, bringing them 
(down in heaps and frightening such 
fas escaped. Times without number 

did the Russian drivers, sparing 
neither whip nor spur, attempt to 
‘urge the horses forward, but they 
stood cowed and shivering ~ with 
fright. Some were blindfolded; but 
the effect was the same, and only one 
horse showed any willingness to go. 

Thercupon the driver jumped down 
and, cutting the traces of the other 
horses, drove the willing one at full 
gallop through the fire. The wagon 
passed through without exploding, 
and after the war the -horse was 
decorated In the manner deserlbed 
and the driver promoted,

there would be no room for them. The 
atmosphere would ‘be transformed into 
& compact mass of birde and insects 
which would be impenetrable even by 
the rays of the sun. Ip {ts super- 
abundance. fe would suffocnte and 
crush out life ttself, and then death 
would cule supreme all at once. tn @ 
few days all organic life would have 
disappeared from the earth it would 
be nothing bot a waste and 2 desert. 

That microscopic animal, the rotifer 
or rotator, laya thirty eggs at a time 
and starts seventy generations every 
year.- Ef all these individuals remain- 
ed alive at the end of n year their to 
tal would be so enormous as to make 


@ sphere larger than the known ant- | 85c 


verse. 

The cynipa, which Produce the galls 
on the oak trees, the rore lice. the phyl- 
foxera and other aphidians or insecta, 
which extract the nuzar from Plants, 
multiply in enormous numbers. One 
aphidtan produces twenty-five descend- 
ants in a single’ day: on the second 
day we should have 25 by 25, or 625 in- 
dividuals; the third day 15,625, and so

In Give years it would 
have covered the entire surface of the 
earth with an {mpenetrable layer. and 
what about all the mnshrooms that 
multiply so rapidly in a few days as 
to make all other vegetable tife almost 
tmponsible? 

The destruction of life ts am crue! in 
the depths of the ocean as it is on 
earth, and the same terrible- things 
would tappen if there were no death 
in the sen. [If there were no death 
one cod would ip six years Gilt the 
ocean solid full and ranning over. Of 
course the original codfish wouldn't do 
It alone, but abe would be responsible 
for it One cod lays about 9,000,000 
eggs in the year after she ts three 
years ok 

Three years tater, {f there were no 
death, all the progeny of this frst fish 
would each deposit 9,000,000 eggs dur 
tng that year, making a total! of 41,- 
000,000,000,000, Of course these figures 
are sO great that they mean nothing 
to us except perhaps a gasp of aston- 
ishment Now, take another three 
yeare—making six {n all from the ime 
the first cod deposited ber egxe—each 
of these cod deposits 9,000,000 eggs, 
making the total of six years 64,081,- 
900,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000! And 
thls from one codfish only! 

If there were oo death, tmagine 
what all the codfish would do at this 
fate! As a matter of fact, taking cod- 
Osh alone, if there were no death 
among them, they would smother ev- 
erything to death with their oumbere 
in the first three years and teave the 
old earth dripping codfish into steliar 
epace. 

Medusae are destroyed tn enormous 
sambers by aquatic animals, tut the 
stomach of each medusa contains more 
than‘ 100,000 of those microscopic ma- 
tine algae called diatoms. One whale 
at a singie mocthfu!l swallows billicas 
of these marine animaiculae. 

From the bottom to the top of the 
scale the scene is the same.

cease, Nature seems crue to as, bat 
be tt? 

Of course such a thing as no death 
ts a great deal like an trresistibie force 
striking an immovable body, for in an 
anbelievable short time the earth 
would be covered with animal and 
Vegetable matter, the air packed solid 
with birds and all fying things and 
the seas made solid by fish The re 
sult would actually be a paradox, tw 
the effect that if*there were. no death 
everything would promptly be emoth- 
ered tu death. One need but give a 
few minutes’ thought to this before 
ne underitanda why there ts death, 
why, after all. It is only by deatp that

Sucow Corps Are Playing a Large Pari 
in the Present War. = 

Since the last great European wat 

uu new fighting force has been formed 
dy nearly all the continental powers 
—the ski corps. Skis, of course, have 
deen used for military purposes by 
the northern tribes of Europe for cen- 
turies, while as far back as 1830 
Norway bad an efficient ski army. But 
it was not untill winter sports became 


popular in. Switzerland some years 
ago that the use of skis in war was 
considered at all practicable. The 
Swiss were the first to raise a sk! 
army, and they were quickly followed 
by both Italy and France. 

Much of the Alpine territory of 
both these two countries is impassable 
during the winter, and in many parts 
it is only by the ald of the skleurs 
that communications are kept open 
during seven months of the year. Ger- 
many and Russia, ‘too, have since or- 
ganized ski armies, the former using 
them largely for outpos. duty in the 
Black Forest, In equipment the ski 
corpa closely resembles the ordinary 
Infantry, ‘with the exception that the 
men’s clothing ts, perhaps, warmer, 
and that, In addition to their rifies, 
they are provided with spades and 
axes with which to cut roads if ne- 































neasary. 

But it is for outpost and despatch 
work that the ski corps will probably 
prove most useful. When other means 
of communication fai] owing to heavy 
snow, the skleur can, says Country 
Life, by attaching himself to a horse 
hy means of a whifle-bar, cover long 
distances at a great speed. Both the 
French and Swiss ski corps are train- 
ad to accomplish forced marches ip 
this way, 

In times of peace the ski corps of 
Europe have performed many re- 
markable feats. A column of Swiss 
ski infantry Is able to traverse thirty- 
seven miles of Alpine territory in a 
day, while Capt. Bernard, of the 
French Ski Corps, accompanied by 
twenty-fve men, equipped with am- 
munition and supplies, ascended the 
cols Arsine and Colleret In sixteen 
hours. 

The Czar’s ski troops, too, are thor- 
ovebly eMcient. In Finland some 
Russian skieurs, in full marching or- 
der, took twenty-nine days to cover 
890 kilometres, while ski troops alone 
are able to traverse the mountainous 
country of Armenia in severe 
weather,

The school should become a social 
centre, for the community, It fs 
only lately that we are beginning 
to find out what # valuable asset we 
possessed in our schools and school 
bulldings. : 

The school curriculum should be 
Breatly cnlarged. Those who KO out 
from our schools now are not fitted 
for any calling. Our girls would for 
the most part become housekeepers 
but were receiving nu training tor the 
work. In Canada. we were far be- 
hind in technical education. 

The apprenticeship system had 
been practically abolished in Canada, 
and as a result our boys were going 
out from our schools to become por- 
ters, messengers, belpers, etc., be- 
cause they had no instruction. In 
Chicago he had seen boys from the 
sluins doing magnificent work in the 
technical schools. 

We were spending millions op our 
high schools and universities, bui 
they reached only about five per cent. 
of our children. What are we doing 
for the other 95 per cent?

with their oMfcérs sbortly after the

In five and and a half months the! 
Alpine Rifles have fought every-! 
where along the front from Alsace!

final effort. Wherever they go they 
throw themselves on the German 
ine with a fury that the enemy bas 
learnt Is almost irresistible, and 
then, having won thel* ground, they 
set to with equal vigor to secured It 
by digging themselves in, 

“The Germans have learned by 
now not to do much In the way of 
counter-attacking until we have 
gone,” sald one of their officers with 
pardonable pride. “And all the 
same,” he went on, “it isn’t child’s 
play to deliver an assault, You 
know how that’s done. The men are 
gathered in the trenches and it ia 
arranged that at a given aslgnal 
everyone shall bound out of them 
and! make a rush for the nearest 
enemy trench, Our men know the 
fate that awalts many of them. 

“However well the ground has 
been prepared by the gunners, some 
of the first of them are sure to be 
hit. And then there {s the mud, and 
it’s not a pleasant thing to fall 
wounded In the mud with a bunuet 
in your body. And then our fellows 
know, too, that even when they have 
taken the trench they will be ex- 
posed to death from hand grenades, 
that they will have to clear the com- 
munication trenches and saps still 
held by the enemy, which he can 
sweep with machine-gun fire. They've 
seen all that twenty times. 

“And yet when the signal’s given 
there's not a single instant of hesi- 
tation, The only. man who stayed 
behind in the last charge was a poor 
devil who'd Jost bis reason.”

SAFEST IN THE TRENCHES, 


. “The safest place at this war is in 
the firing Ine,’ sald a British sol- 
dier who came back on leave. “It 
ds getting into the trenches or leav- 
Ing them that men get hi. Once 
Inside you're pretty safe. 

“Food Is brought ‘up once a day 
to the nearest convenient place be- 
hind the lines, a farm or a shelter 
specially rigged up. Two men from 
each section are told off or volun- 
teer to go back and get the sapply. 
It uaually ts a mixture of hash and 
beans and potatoes in a tin, and 
when It js warmed up it makes an 
Irish stew that sends a warmth 
down to numbed toes and frozen 
fingers, 

“Sometimes, the twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours of duty ir the 
trenches ig varled by a German at- 
tack. An odd sight, as the men who 
have been through It say, those 
dense lines coming on, falling, wav- 
ering, breaking, closing up again, 
lying down at the word of command, 
rising on thelr knees to let off a 
ragged volley, (hen down again, then 
another advance, only tv be stepped 
at last by the absolute certainty of 
death for every man {f the attack is 
not recalled. The British Maxims 
rattic like an office full of type- 
writers, the men fire till the wood 
casing of thelr rifles is hot to the 
bani, 

“However close the wave of foe- 
men struggi@ it does not worry the 
British soldier now. The new prin- 
ciple is twenty-five yarda of clear 
ground in front of bis trench, and 
then, with one rifle to every yard, 
the British believe they can beat off 
any possible attack that can be de- 
livered. That is the new principle. 
In fact, the British army has ceased 
to care much about having a big 
field of fire in front of its trenches, 
‘Let ’em come, and then pepper ‘em’ 
is the maxim in this war.’

As soon as sufficient cows come in he 
loks to see the factories commence 
thetr season's make, and to see It call 
for 16c a pound. ‘in the Belleville 
district he believes there are slight- 
ly more cattle than a year ago, as a 
number had been sold off the pre- 
vious year when the American tariff 
‘was lowered. The high cost of feed 
might cause some to go out of dairy- 
ing, save on a small scale, but this 
would be unwise. It would bé a case 
jot working for today only. In the 
past very often the cattle were turned 
out to pasture to pick up what they 
could and then what milk could be 
got was taken, This year more care 
und better methods will be followed. 

Mr. Sprague built one of the first 
isilos in the Province for practical 
purposes, 31 years ago, in Prince Ed- 
ward County. “That was when we 
sold cheese at 7c a pound,” said Mr. 
Sprague, ‘“‘and yet we made it pay.”

Belleville has decided to raise $30,000 for the 
Patriotic Fund. You should, therefore, know all the 
facts es order that your enthusiastic support may be 
assured. 


This is a National Movement. 


Its object is io see that no one in Canada, in the 
families of our Scld‘ers who have gone to the Front, 
shall suffer want. 


The Canadian Patriotic Fund deals only with 
cases where assistance has become necessary to the 
families of those who have gone to the Front. 


HOW THE FUND WILL BE ADMINISTERED - 


The Wardens of the National Patriotic Fund 
have decided that the Fund shall be administered 
on the following basis : 


Every case will be investigated separately. 


_ Where families do not need assistance none 
will be extended. 


Where assistance is required its extension will 
be governed by considerations giver. herewith. 

The basis of relief adopted for families is as 
follows : 

A wife, $1.00 per day, or $30.00 per month. 

A child under 5 years, 10c per day, or $3.00 per 
month, 

A child, betweer 5 and 10 years, 15c per day, or 
$4.50 per month. 


A child, between 10 and 15 years, 25c per day or 
$7.50 per month. 


Thus a family of a mother, and three children 
of tLe ages of 5, 8and 13 years respectively, would re- 
ceive a total of $45.00 

From this is deducted the amount which the 
Canadian Government paystothe families of soldiers 
who have gone to the tront (termed separation allow- 
ance), $20.00 per month; also any other assistance 
such as remittance of rent, continuation of wages paid 
by former employer to soldier, etc. The balance is 
paid out of the Canadian Patriotic Fund. 

When soldiers are reported to have been killed 
or to be missing after a battle, their Government pay 
ceases forthwith 

In such cases the Patriotic Fund will provide all the 
funds necessary to look after their families welfare until 
such a time as the Government is ready to commence pay- 
ment to them of the regular pension which it is be expected 
will be provided in due course.

Have we not here the one Church, 
the Catholic Church, the universal, 
the only Chureh which the Bible 
recognizes? In the past we have 
been too narrow and have supposed 
that God was as narrow as ourselves. 
It was on this account that in the 
past Presbyterians, Roman Catholics, 
Apgloans, Baptists and Methodists 
persecuted and were persecuted, be- 
cause each thought Itself the true 
Church. Are we not all getting 
broader conceptions of our God and 
of His Church? Do we not see that 
a part of our mistake was In calling 
the outward organization the Church 
of Christ, instead of remembering 
that the Lord alone writes the names 
of the Church, that He alone reads 
the hearts, that He alone is the 
Judge, and that He alone has the 
right to blot out the names of those 
who become reprobates? 

{| St. Paul wrote arainst the spirit of 
| sectarianism, already manifest in his 
iday- eee saying, “I am of Paul"; 
others, “I am of Peter’; etc. The 
| Apostle asks, “Is Christ divided?” 
(1 Corinthlans 1:10-13.) So to-day, 
jig with us, he would ask, Why Ito- 
| maniste, Anglicans, Baptists, Metho- 
dists, etc.? Is not the name of 
|Christ enough? He explains that 
|these different names of old signi- 
j fied a sectarian spirit, the spirit of 
division, that failed to recognize the 
true Head of the Church, His true 
representatives and His true mem- 
bers. The trouble is the same to-day. 
| The entire. foundation of divided 
Christianity would disappear and all 
the true Church of Christ—all real 
saints—would be speedily manifest, 
if true catholicity were acknowledg- 


The one great obstacle to unity Is 
the erroneous doctrine respecting the 
eternal torture of all not members 
of the Church. We must open our 
eyes wider and see that many of our 
theories were not taught by Jesus 
and the Aposties. We must see that 
the Church is a comparatively small 
company of saintly footstep follow- 
ers of Jesus, irrespective of sectarian 
Mnes; that the Bible teaches -not 
that these are to look over the bat- 
tlements of Heaven to all eternity 
and see all others in torment, but 
that they are to demonstrste thelr 
loyalty Unto death and in due time

What, then, does the passage 
mean? We answer, It implies thai 
the Lord would so overrule the utter- 
ancees and writines of His twelve 
Apostles as to makenhem safe fuides 
To these Apostles 
would be given through the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost wisdoin enabling 


‘them to understand which things of 


the Jewish Law were binding upon 
the Church and whicb not binding. 
Their decision would be absolutely 
right, and the entire Church’ might 
have confidence that what the Apos- 
ues bound or loosed on earth was 
equally bound or loosed in Heaven. 
As an Mustration of this binding 
and loosing, see Acts 15:28, 29. 

To get back into proper relation- 
ship with each other and rid of all 
sectarian systems, God's people must 
recognize that only the words of the 
New Testament Apostles and Pro- 
phets are authoritative; properly 
representing the Divine mind, Other 
things men have bound and loosed 
on earth, without recognition in 
Heaven. The things necessary to

The opening work 
was witb the household of Cornelius, 
to whom St. Peter preached Christ. 
The Lord blessed the preaching and 
granted the Holy Spirit to Cornellus 
and bis family, Thus the Gentile 
door Into the Kingdom was thrown 
wide open.—Acts 10. 

“That repentance and remission of 
sins might be preached ip Hie name 
to all people’ (Luke 24:47). God 
never gave power to dishops, priests 
or ministers of any denomination to 
fotgive sins. “Who cap forgive sins 
but God alone?” Nor did Jesus give 
authority to His Apostles to forgive 
sins. They might preach repentance 
and forgiveness, but only in His 
name. Any child of God is Scriptur- 
ally authorized to declare that Christ 
died for buman sin, and has thus 
made arrangement by which all re- 
pentant sinners may be forgiven. It 
js an honor to be the bearer of such 
a Message from God to men; and 
every child of God is fully commis- 
sioned to tell the Divine Message to 
all who will hear. 

In proportion as God's people 
throw away thelr sectarian specta- 
cles they can read God's Message 
in the words of Jesus and the Apos- 
tles.

What, then, did Jesus mean when; 


He called St. Peter a stone, spoke 
of building His Church upon 
rock,” and declared that the gates 
of Hell.

Jesus went down Into the prison- 
house of death, Sheol, Hades, the 
tomb; but on the third day the gates 
of Sheol, Hades, were opened, and 
He came forth.

The French counter-attacks and 
their result.—The counter-attacks 
executed during the retreat were 
brilliant and often fruitful, On Aug. 
20 we successfully attacked St. Quen- 
tin to disengage the British army. 
Two other corps and a reserve dilvi- 
sion engaged the Prussian Guard and 
the 10th German Army Corps, which 
was debouching from Guise. By the 
end of the day, after various fiuctua- 
tions, the enemy was thrown back on 
the Olse and the British front was 
freed. 

On Aug. 27 we had also succeeded 
in throwing back upon the Meuse the 
enemy, who was endeavouring. to 
gain a foothold on the left bank. Our 
successes continued on the 28th in 
the woods of Marfce and of Jaulnay. 
Thanks to them, we were able, in ac- 
cordance with the orders of the gen- 
eral-In-chlef to fall back on the Bu- 
line 
Further to the right another army 
took part in the same movement and 
carried out successful attacks on Aug. 
25 on the Athain and in the region of 
Spincourt. 


All Armies Intact. 


On the 26th thesesdifferent units 
re-crossed the Meuse, without belng 
disturbed and were able to join in 
the action of our centre. Our armies 
were therofore again intact and avail- 
able for the offensive. 

On Aug. 26 a new army, composed 
of two army corps, five reserve divi- 
sions, and a Moorish brigade, was 
constituted. This army was to as- 
semble in the region of Amiens, be- 
tween August 27 and September 1, 
and take the offensive against the 
German right, uniting its action with 
that of the British army operating on 
the line Ham-Bray-Sur-Somme. 

The continuation of this retreat 
and its cause.—Tho hope of resuming 
the offensive was from this moment 
rendered vain by the rapidity of the 
march of the German right wing. 
This rapidity had two consequences 
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“The Hour Has Come.” 


This was precisely the disposition 
which the general-in-chief had wish- 
ed to sce achieved. On the 4th he 
decided to take advantage of it and 
ordered all the armies to hold them- 
selves ready: He had taken from 
his right two new army corps, two 
divisions of Infantry and two divis- 
fons of cavalry, which were distri- 
buted between hig left and his cen- 
tre. On the evening of the 5th he 
addressed to all the commanders of 
armies a message ordering them to 
attack. , 

“The hour has come,” he wrote, 
“to advance at all costs, and to die 
where you stand rather than give 
way.” z

Ready For ‘Messiah's Second Ad- 


New York -.ty, 
March 28.— Pas- 
tor Russell spoke 
Wi to-day at New 
} York City Tem- 
ple, W. 68d St., 
‘mear Broadway, 
We report his ad- 
dress from the 
text, “Hosanna! 
Blessed.is He 
that cometh in 
the name of the 
Lora!" (Mark 
11:9.) The Pas- 
tor spoke in part 
as follows: 
Little did the Jews understand the 
vast importance to them, of the 
event which Christians commemor- 
ate on Palm Sunday. It will be re- 
membered that this event occurred 
at the close of our Lord's earthly 
ministry—three and one-half years 
after His baptism at Jordan and five 
days before His crucifixion. The 
Sabbath had been spent in rest. at 
Bethany, Lazarus, whom Jesus bad 
awakened from the sleep of death, 
had, with his sisters Martha and 
Mary, prepared a banquet for Jesus; 
and when the Sabbath closed, the 


‘| supper was eaten, 


It was at that time that Mary 
brought forth the box of vatuable 
perfume, and therewith anointed our 
Lord's head and feet. It was the 
same occasion on which Judas had 
murmured against this expression of 
her loving devotion, declaring that 
it was wasteful, that the money 
should have been given to the poor. 
It was then that the Master had de- 
fended Mary and announced that the 
annointing was for His burial, which 
occurred later In the same week. It 
was then that He suggested to the 
disciples, “The poor ye have always 
with you; and whensoever ye will 
may do them good, But Me ye have 
not always.’ 

The next morning, the first day of 
the week, corresponding to our Sun- 
day, Jesus made ready for His tri- 
umphal entry into the city of Jeru- 
salem as the King of Israel, accord- 
ing to the custom of their kings rid- 
Ing upon an ass and acclaimed by 
the populace. The incident had 
been foretold by the Prophet In de- 
tail, saying, “Rejoice greatly, O 
daughter of Zion! Shout, O daugh- 
ter of Jerusalem! Behold, thy King 
cometh unto thee; He js just, and 
having salvation; slowly, and riding 
upon an ass.”"—Zechariah 9:39. 

When the Aposties had brought 
the asa and when Jesus sat thereon, 
the large concourse of people that 
had come from Jerusalem to see 
Jesus because of His awakening of 
Lazarus shonted aloud. They were 
filled with enthusiasm; and, after 
the manner of the time, some broke 
off palm branches and others laid 
thelr garments in the way, thus form- 
ing a carpet, as ii were, in the road 
leading to Jerusalem. The shout of 
the people was just as the Prophet 
had declared. They hailed Jesus as 
the promised Son of David, the Mes- 
siah hen walted for. 

On previous occasions, when the 
people had sought to make Jesus a 
king, after witnessing His marvelous 
works, He withdrew Himself from 
them until their ardor should cool; 
for He knew that the Father’s due 
time had not yet come, But now He 
knew that His hour was come; and 
therefore He helped on with the 
enthusiasm by sending for the ass, 
ote. 

Prominent sectarian Jews who 
were present, although unable to ac- 
count for the miracle of the awaken- 
ing of Lazarus from the dead, were 
unprepared to think of Jesua as the | 
true Messiah or anything short of 
an imposter in that role, When these 
heard the multitude shouting and 
addressing Jesus as the Messiah, 
they were offended, and sent word 

to Jesus that He should restrain the 
ienerant people who were thus ac- 
claiming Him. But instead of for- 
bidding the ovation, Jesus intimated 
that it was the proper thing; that 
because the Prophet Zechariah had 
sald, “Shout, O daughter of Jerusa- 
lem!" therefore there must be a 
shout; and that If the people bad 
not: shouted, the very stones would 
have cried out rather than that the 
prophecy should go unfulfilled. : 

En route to Jerusalem, Jeaus halt- 
ed the ass and the procession at the 
top of the Mount of Olives; over- 
ooking the Holy City, He wept 
while He pronounced His sentence 
upon tt— Unworthy! Unapprecta- 
tive! As Jesus declared, ‘Israel 
knew not the time of thelr visita- 
tion.” The time had come for Israel 
to recetve the King; and not only 
were they ignorant of the matter 
eolleottvely, but they’ were not in 
the heart condition to umderstand or 
appreciate. There Jeses cried, “O 
Jerusalem, Jerusalem, that killest 
jthe Prophets, and stonest them that 
‘are sent unto thee How often would 









‘f bave gathered thy children te- 


gether, even as a hon gathereth her 
ebickens under her wings; and ye 
would not!" (Matthew 23:37.) For 
three and one-half years He and His 
faithful Apostles had been declaring 
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en 
that the Kingdom of God was al 
hand, that the people should repent 
an* believe the’ Good Tidings; ani 
even six months in advance of thelr 
preaching, John the Baptist and bir 
| Btneiptes -had declared the same 


essage: 
After those four years of faithfui 
preaching throughout the length and 
the breadth of Palestine, the nation 
was apparently as unprepared: for 
Jesus: as at the-first. Hence our 
Lord's words, ‘Therefore I say unto 
you, Your House ia left unto you 
desolate! Ye shall see Me no more 
until that day when ye shall say, 
Blessed is He that cometh in the 
name of the Lord!’” That day is al- 
most here! But the Jewish nation 
was there cast off from fellowship 
with God; as the Lord’ declared, 
“They. knew not the time of their 
visitation.”"—Luke 19:44. 

For more than eighteen centuries 
Israel has been outcast from national 
favor. Thank God the day {s at 
hand when, at the Second Coming of 
Messiah, His Kingdom shall be turn- 
ed over to them!, Then, as He de- 
clares, they will be glad to say, 
“Blessed {s He that cometh in the 
name of the Lord!” The long cen- 
turies of persecution and separation 
from Divine favor will have brought 
that people to a humbler condition 
of heart, where they will be glad to 
receive of Divine grace, upon Divine 
terms, To this great-event St. Paul 
refers us {in Romans 11:27-34. 
Although God foreknew all that 
had happened, the offer of the King- 
dom to Israel was just as bona-fide, 
jost as genuine, as though He had 
not known. God always does His 
part. Whatever failure there is in 
any matter of contract belongs to 
bumanity. 

If thus we have before our minds 
the origin of Palm Sunday and what 
it signified as the climax of the teat 
of Natural Israel] In respect to Mes- 
siah, we are preparerd to go further 
and to note that in God’s providence 
there Is a similar test for us Chris- 
tans. 

St. John emphasized particularly 
the fact that the rejection of the 
Jewish nation because of their re- 
jection of Messiah did not apply to 
all the individuals of that nation. As 
the Prophet had foretold (Romans 
11:27-33), there was a small, fafth- 
ful section, or “remnant.” This rem- 
nant accepted Christ’ and were ac- 
cepted by Him. On the day of Pente- 
cost this class became the bucleus or 
foundation of Spiritual Israel. Thus 
we read, “He came unto His own 
(nation), and His own received Him 
not (az a nation); but to as many 
as received Him, to them gave He 
liberty (privilege) to become sons of 
God, even to them tbat belleved on 
His name; which were begotten not 
of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God” 
—al Pentecost.—Jobn 1:11-13. 

Thus, so far as the spiritual part 
of God's great Promise to Abraham 
is concerned, it has passed from the 
Jewish nation; but there still re- 
mains for them a glorious earthly 
portion, to which they will be intro- 
duced at our Lord's Second Coming. 
Then their sina will be cancelled; 
and as a people the Hebrews will re- 
turn to Divine favor and will inherit 
the earthly features of the Promise 
made to thelr fathers, Then through 
them God's blessing will be extended 
to all nations and peoples, under Is- 
rael’s New Covenant (Jeremiah 
31:31-34), which will become opera- 
Uve at the hands of the great Media- 
tor—The Christ, The Messiah in 
glory. But by that time the election 
of the saints of this Gospel Age will 
be complete; and The Messiah !p 
glory will include Jesus the Head and 
the Church Hts Body—joint-heirs 
with Him in His Klogdom—Jolnt- 
heira with Him in the spiritual fea- 
tures of the great Abrahamic Prom- 
ise.—Galations 8:8, 16, 29. 

All this is clearly stated by the 

Apostle Yn Romaas 11:25-32. But 
somehow our eyes of understanding 
as Christians have been holden so 
that, until of late, we have not seen; 
these lengths and breadths, these 
heights and depths, of Divine Love 
and Wisdom. Th» fact that now we 
see these things ics a corroborative 
evidence that the; are nigh at hand. 
Just so it was at our Lord’s First Ad- 
vent, Many things pertaining to that 
day were completely hidden untill the 
time of their fulfilment came; and 
then only the “Wise Virgins” were 
so blessed, so asal.ted, that they trim- 
med thelr Lamps effectively (Psalms 
119:105), and were enabled to see 
these beauties in the Divine Plan of 
the Ages. 
Apparently very ‘ew of {he people 
of God have, until receatly, noted the 
fact that Spiritual Israel has had a 
history parallel to that of Natural Is- 
rael, Few have seen that throughout 
the Scriptures these are dealt with as 
type and antitype. Few have noticed 
that from the death of Jacob to the 
death of Jesus finds its exact parallel 
of 1,845 1-2 year: between the death 
of Jesus and our day. Few have no- 
ticed that in both cases there have 
been a nominal and a real Israel. 
The nominal Jewish .ystem was tried, 
and all but the “Israelites indeed” 
failed. Likewise will be the experi- 
ence of Spiritual Israel. 

The nominal Christian system will 
be tried, and all will fail except the 
spirit-begotten and falthful, As at the 
First Advent only a remnant, a small 
number, were found in the proper 
condition, so, the Scriptures clearly 
intimate, at the end of the Gospel 

































Age only a small number will be|Throneof glory and world-wide dom- 


found sufficiently saintly, zealous and 
loyal to God and the principles of 
His Truth to be staduated with frst 
honors. 

As at the close of the Jewish Age 
there was a special period of testing 
and trying, lasting forty years, so 
there is a special sifting and teating 


due to come to Christendom during}; 


the closing forty years of this Gospel 
Age, before the inauguration of the 
glorious Millennial bleasings. As the 
trials and tests came upon the Jewe 
in a subtle manner, to test their 
faith and obedience, so even more 
subtle will be the trials and testing: 
connected with tue Harvest of the 
Gospel Age. Of this time the Lord 
through the Prophet said, “Who may 
ablde the of His presence, and 
who shall stand when He appeareth? 
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for He Is like a refiver’s fire and like 
fullers’ soap; and He sball sit as 3 
refiner and purifi2* of sliver; and He |’ 
shall purify the sons ‘of Levi,-and 
purge them as gold and silver, that 
they may offer junto the Lord accept- 
able sacrifices.""—Malach! 3:2, 3. 

Natural and Spiritual Israel are 
contrasted. Through the Prophet the 
Lord foretold that Messiah would be 
“for a Stone of Stumbling and for s 
Rock of Offense to both the Houses 
of Israel"—to Natural Israel and to 
Spiritual Israel. (Isalab 8:14.)° We 
have seen how the first House stum-| very easy 
bled on that Palm Sunday—commem- 
orated to-day. They stumbled ‘“‘be- 
cause they knew not the day of their 
visitation.” They did‘ not know that 
the-time had come for the election | Wells all good

,of heart.to receive the blessings, Or 
‘we might state the matter reversely | t 
and say that those who did not recog- 
nize and accept Messiah were those 
whose hearts were not in the right 
condition; else they would not have 
been left in darkness.—1 (bene 
Jans 5:4, 

Many things indicate to us that we 
are now living in a time correspond- 
ing to that Palm Sunday! Many 
things imply that Ciristendom is now 
undergoing its great test, and that 
only the fully consecrated of heart 
and life will be accepted of the Lord 
as His Jewels (Malachi 3:17), and 
be granted a share with Christ in His 
Millennial Kingdom. Many things 
imply that we are now in the time 
when the true people of God are be- 
ing divided into two classes, as pic- 
tured for us by our Lord in the par- 
able of the Wise and the Foolish Vir- 
gins, As only the Wise Virgins Were 
prepared to enter into the marriage, 
so only the consecrated ones will be 
accepted as fit for the Kingdom and 
granted a share in the glorious resur- 
rection change which will precede the 
culmination of the Time of Trouble, 
in which the Foolish Virgin class, al- 
though not of th world, will partici- 
pate with the world. 

True, that great Time of Trouble 
will usher ip the glorious Millennial 
Dispensation, in which the Church in 
glory with the great Redeemer will 
pour out upon all mankind the won- 
derful restitution blessings promised 
by the mouth of all the holy. Pro- 
phets. (Acts 3:19-23.) True, the 
Foolish Virgins may subsequently get 
the oll, and subsequently may have a 
glorious future; but they will lose the 
choice place of Divine favor and 
blessing. They cannot be of the Bride 
class, but will receive their blessings 
under the figure of “the virgins her 
companions that follow her.’ — 
Psalms 45:14.

<>. In answer to queries In the House of.Com- 
mons, General Sam Hughes has paid a manly 
tribute to our French Canadian fellow-country- 
men which-should put an end to the mischiev- 
ous campaign of slander -that has been so in- 
@ostriously carried on all over Ontario. We 
will let Hansard tell its own story,— 


Mr. PROULX: When he, with some mill- 
‘tary men from Montreal, came ona deputa- 
tion last fall to see the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Militia; did not that deputation 
ask’ permission to form a Freiich Canadian 
Contingent? 

‘Major General HUGHES: I think 80, and 
we gave them permission and they formed a 
spléndid’ regiment. It is under Colonel) Pa- 
quet at Amherst. 


Mr. PROULX: Was not permission given 
to form only a regiment? 


Major General HUGHES: That was all 
that was asked for. 


Mr. PROULX: Did they not ask permis- 
zion to organize a brigade? 


. Major.General- HUGHES: I have no re- 
collection of their asking permission to or- 
ganize a brigade. They would have to organ- 
ize a regiment, because a brigade is composed 
of regiments. Our French Canadian fellow- 
countrymen gave splendid service in the first 
contingent. The Maritime Provinces Regi- 
ment, the Quebec Corps, the Montreal Corps, 
the Northwest Corps and some of the Ontario 
.Corps have a number of our French Canadian 
fellow-countrymen with them . giving good 
service. Colonel Meighen speaks in high 
terms of them. Colonel Farquhar spoke in 
the highest terms-of- Lieutenant Papineau. 
Whose who have written home from the front 
all speak in the highest terms of the French 
Canadian boys. We have the 22nd Regiment; 
we have another regiment organized under 
Colonel Archambault, who was given com- 
imand some days ago. - Colonel Paquet is go- 
ing to form another ane. It will only be a 
few days until it is formed. That will make 
three regiments composed solely of French 
‘Canadians. I venture to predict that they 
‘will do splendid service at the front. 


Mr. CARVELL: I am very giad to hear 
the minister make that statement, because 
there has been a campaign carried on in cer- 
‘tain portions of Canada for the last six 
‘months alleging that the French-Canadians 
thave not done their duty in this war. ° 


Major General HUGHES: And the Eng- 
- Msh Canadians foo. 


Mr. Carvell: I have heard it dozens of 
‘times. I have read it in:the newspapers in 
‘Athe Maritime Provinces friendly to the Gov- 
‘ernment, and it has been the one unpleasant 
as of the discussion of this war in the 

public press of Canada. In‘ the first place I 
roe glad that the hon. minister makes that 
‘statement, and ‘in the’ becond place I con- 
gratulate‘him very highly for having the 
manhood to stand up and tell the exact truth. 
i hope that when this war is over, we shall 
‘hear no more in Canada about the French- 
Canadians not having done their duty. 


* Major General HUGHES: There has been 
ail sorts.of tittle-tattle, but wé do not pay any 
“gttention to It. There’are some who say that 
“the British-Canadians have not done their 
“ inty.. (The first regiments which went for- 
iwere made up.of British-born men who 
settled in the West, but they were practi-

I asked if any of their men had gone to the 
front. They gaid>-“No, we can’t go.” “Why?” 
“No men afe being taken trom here.” I sald: 
“All you have to do is'to enlist.” But they 
did not know how. tq enlist. I-had the matter 
brought to the attention of the officers, and 
inside’ a ‘week’ fourteen of those boys joined 
the corps. Thére ‘was a splendid: xeepoase 
wherever the boys had an opportunity. 
same was true of Ontario among the Englis 
speaking population. But they had really no 
opportunity to get into the fitst contingent. 


Mr. MARCIL: I take it that, from what 
the minister has sald; allowing for the num- 
ber who volunteered in the first contingent, 
the French-Canadian regiments that are be- 
ing formed, thé Men that are enlisting in the 
Maritime Provinces and the West, and the 
men who went with the medical corps and 
other bodies, close upon 10,000 French Cana- 
dians must have enlisted for this war. 


, Major General HUGHES: I could not 
* give the figures, but there are 3,000 infantry 

men and 4,000 or 5,000 others and probably 

more. ; 
Mr. MARCIL: I make this remark in jus- 
tice to the men whohave enlisted and to the 
province of Quebec. Many things appear in 
.the French Canadian press which are not 
read in the other provinces, but unfortunate- 
ly the people of other provinces do not read 
the French Canadian press of Quebec. They 
do not get the information which they ought 
to have, Last night I congratulated the hon. 
member for Welland (Mr. German) upon the 
contributions from Port Colborne, in his 
constituency. But the remarkable fact ‘s 
that the province of Quebec has contributed 
$1,450,000 to the Patriotic Fund, while On- 
tario, with a population of about a’ million 
greater has contributed only $1,200,000. Tak- 
, ing into account the population and resources 
‘ of the people, I think Quebec has done mag- 
nificently. 


Major General HUGHES: I have never 
brought these questions up; frankly, I have 
dodged them, as I believe that it is in the pub- 
lic interest to discuss them only when the is- 
sue is properly before the people. I would 
point out that’many of the splendid English- 
men, Scotchmen and Irishmen who camé to 
Canada were single men, whose relatives were 
not with them. They were living on: home- 
,steads in the Northwest, working on the rail- 
ways, in the mines and forests, as laboring 
men. or farmers; “as ' mechanics in the cities 
and towns, - They: had no incumbrances, and 
the moment the call to arms:came, they were 
ready to jump into harnéss. Our boys on the 
farms had to think about it. They did 
come on in splendid‘ numbers, though; the 
regiment: commanded .by Colonel Watterson 
of Quebec, which comes from the eastern 
part of the province of Ontario was made up 
entirely of: boys. from ‘the farms of Ontario; 
so’ with other Ontario regiments.‘ Here is an- 
other phase of the matter read the Canadian 
casualty lists ahd youwill'be amazed when 
you observe how;/many’ United .States-born 
volunteers are fighting with the: Canadian 
troops.’ A couple of dozen of persons from the 
United States have already fallen at the front. 
There are hundreds of Americans in the ser- 
vice; fighting not for the adventure, but for the 
principle of liberty. “From the ottset I ‘have 
recognized, publicly and’ privately, : that ‘our 
French Canadian ~ fellow countrymen “have 
done ‘splendid service. Weare organizing 
another French Canadian regiment; another 
ecould be filled inside of a week, and still an- 
other one immediately afterwards, ‘if it Were 
posure: They are doing their duty splendid- 

y. 


No worthy or beneficent purpose is to be 
attained by circulating reports about any of our 
fellow-Canadians that havé' no’ basis in’ fact. 

It is presumable that ali thése discreditable 
statements and rumors have been put into mo- 
tion with a view to damage the prestige of the 
great Liberal leader, to show that-he: was: dis- 
loyal to the British cauze and therefore an un- 
safe man to entrust with the formation of a 
government. ‘ 

The only section of French Canada that has 
not done its guty is the Nationalist wing of the 
Conservative party. It- was from a member of 
this alliance that the only protest against as- 
sisting the Allies has been made in the House 
of Commons.

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A New Mine. 


The British navy has developed a 
new type of mine,* which, according 
to.The Scotsman, marks a ‘new - 
in-this branch of warfare. The Ger- 
tian and French fleating mines have 
not presented such a very dificult 
problem, because it has been com- 
paratively éasy to sweep them wp, ow- 
ing to thelr suspension tackle. The 
Bew British mine has no floats and 
no tackle, It can be ejected from a 
torpedo tube or incontinently thrown 
overboard. If desired, it can be set 
to rest on the sea Goor until the 
minute chosen by those placing ¥, 
when it will come up, not to,the sur- 
face, but to the proper depth at which 
to meet the rushing bows of a ship. 

As soon as the mine, floating free, 
reaches a certain depth there is set 
up a series of movements, which put 
into operation a tiny propeller, and 
this promptly kicks the mine up to 
the proper leyel, an. then stops un- 
ul again called upon. It is not a 
mine easily caught in aweeping oper- 
ations, as.{t progresses under water 
in a series of slow “leaps,” which 
never reveal it, as it cannot leap 
beyond ita fixed limit of buoyancy.
